Differences are bad enough, but 1 
they might be susceptible of solu­ 
tion if they hadn't given rise to a 
crop of suspicions. Suspicions arc 
like weevils

stroy trust before one is aware they 
are there. 
One begins to wonder seriously 
whether the Allies, having won the 
war through vast sacrifice, are about 
to 
throw 
the 
victory 
away. 
Its 
strange that allies who stood shoul- 
der-to-shoulder during the terriole 
years of conflict on the battlefield, 
should now find it so hard to recon­ 
cile their differences 
Coming to work tills morning I 
was talking about the position with 
ray friend Pat Barnes -the enter­ 
tainer you hear regularly over Hie 
air. Pat reminded me that this is 
the anniversary of Lincoln’s speech 
at Gettysburg, and that this im­ 
mortal address contains food 
for 
thought in tho present situation. You 
well know the lines: 
Was War Wasted? 
“It is for us the living to br 
dedicated here to the unfinished 
work which they who fought 
here have thus far so nobly ad­ 
vanced. It is rather for us to he 
here dedicated to the great task 
remaining before us—that from 
these honored dead we take in­ 
creased devotion to that cause 
for which they gave their last 
full measure of devotion, x \ x." 
Was all the sacrifice of the war 
waste effort? It hadn t seemed so up 
to this point, but Hie Allied diffi­ 
culties certainly arc creating a se­ 
rious situation. Tile consensus is that 
the only way to relieve this is for all

First, quotas are too 
small to meet the demand. Second, im entories iii the hands of dealers are the 
smallest in history. The entire production of the rubber industry this month 
will do nothing more than fill backlog orders in the hands of manufacturers 
(more than 2 million) and the unfilled certificates in the hands of the public 
(more than 800,000). These have not been turned into tires because dealer 
stocks are virtually empty. Deliveries from manufacturers are two and three 
months behind. This is the complete story 
verified by officials in the govern­

Plant Bulbs Now, 
Inspect Vegetables BARE BRANCHES

FRUIT TREES

It has been stated 
that we are a nation of pampered 
appetites, with many of us eating 
what we like regardless of the needs 
of the human body. Vegetables and 
fruits Anally came Into their own. 
and so great did the demand be- j 
come for fruits that they soared to 
Ute highest level on our ration-point 
system. This was ail to the good. for 
it started the planting of fruit trees 
In 
home 
gardeas. which 
garden 
makers confidently expect will be 
carried far beyond the war years. 
Right now seed fruits, such as 
apleps, pears and quinces, may be 
planted. Stone fruits are best left 
until spring. These include peaches,; 
plums and cherries If your garden 
Ls not large enough to allow plant­ 
ing standard-sized trees, then you 
should Investigate the possibilities 
of dwarf or espalier types 
Require I erlile Soil 
Apples, pears and quinces all need 
a fertile, well drained soil. Soil that 
will grow fine vegetables or flowers 
will do the trick Do not plant trees 
on soil where water will stand half 
the winter or where the soil Ls so 
light and shallow that half of it 
will blow away before spring. 
Apple trees that will grow to full 
size should be spaced twenty-five 
feet apart, while pears and quinces 
may stand as little as fifteen or 
twenty 
feet 
apart, 
provided 
the 
trees are to be kept in bounds by 
judicious pruning. The soil between 
these trees may be utilized to grow 
vegetables and berries for several 
years if some effort is made to pro­ 
vide extra plant food and if the 
young trees receive proper care. 
If good production is desired, do 
not plant fruit trees on land which 
you have decided Is fit for nothing 
else, because failure surely will re­ 
sult. Trees need just as good soil 
as any other crop and just as in­ 
telligent care. 
Trim Broken Kouts 
As trees come from the nursery 
at this time of the year, they may 
have 
some 
broken 
roots. 
These 
should be trimmed evenly and clean­ 
ly. It Is unlikely that they will need 
immediate pruning, as modern nur­ 
series take care of this before .ship­ 
ping. 
When digging thp hole in which 
to place the tree, be sure to make 
it large enough to allow the top soil 
to be placed in the bottom of the 
hole, as the feed roots of the young 
trees then will benefit immediately 
from 
the best 
soil. 
Also 
aflow 
enough space to spread the roots In 
a natural position. 'Hie tree should 
be placed two or three inches deep­ 
er than it grew in the nursery. Once 
the soil is placed around the roots 
and firmed well, water .should be 
added in sufficient quantity to bring 
about a solid distribution of the soil 
around the roots and to eliminate 
air pockets. 
Brace Young Trees 
IL would be smart to brace young 
trees planted in the fail against the 
first winter’s winds by attaching 
three guy wires or ropes to stakes 
about three feet from tin base of 
tile tree. Where they are attached 
to Die trunk, rubber or cloth guards 
should be used to avoid chafing. 
It Is well to remember in choosing 
trees th at many varieties of apples 


Inspect all stored vegetables for 
possible decay. 
Set our bird-feeding stations. A 
pan of water also should be furnish­ 
ed. 
Planting of crabapple, apple, pear 
and quince trees can be undertaken 
now. 
Plant rhubarb roots before the 
ground freezes. 
November and December are the 
months to plant the lily bulbs now 
available. Continue planting tulips, 
daffodils and other hardy spring 
flowering bulbs. 
Newly planted 
trees should 
be 
w rapped 
with 
burlap 
from 
the 
ground up to the 
first 
branches. 
W rap wire netting around young 
fruit trees to protect them against 
mice and rabbits. 
R ose planting may continue as 
long as th e soil Is workable. When 
your rose plants arrive, keep them 
moist and away from sun and air 
Prune broken ends from the roots. 
Little or no pruning of the tops is 
needed until spring.

plants so long as hum idity and 
ample root 
moisture are 
m ain­ 
tained. 
Plants can assimilate and con­ 
vert the soil nutrients into food 
only with the aid of light. If the 
soil of pot plants Is rtrh In n u tri­ 
ents and lack of lights slows down 
I food m anufacture, growth becomes 
soft and it can happen that the 
roots become injured so th a t they 
cannot take up moisture, with the 
result that the 
plants go 
limp. 
especially if sunshine follows sev­ 
eral dark days 
Once the feeding 
roots are gone, it does more harm 
than good to apply water heavily. 
The plants so sm itten are checked 
for good, but by shading and keep­ 
ing nearly dry until npw roots are 
formed, they will partially recover. 
Helped by W eather 
Recent bright, warm 
days 
have 
done much to benefit plants, both 
indoors and outside. 
The 
tropical 
water lilies repeatedly opened the«r 
I last flowers until the frost on Nov. 
fl knocked them out for good, but 
it did no harm to the chrysanthe­ 
mums. Except that they carry no 
flowers, the bed of double petunias 
and a batch of snapdragons, even 
after the frost, looked as fresh as 
i In midsummer. 
Early in the season these plants 
seem somewhat tender, but in the 
fall they scoff as frosts that wipe 
out dahlias, marigolds 
and 
the 
like. It seemed a shame th a t the 
petunias had to be pulled out to 
make way for tulips, but I did not 
want them even for cutting produc­ 
tion. and I knew the mi ltitude of 
budlike growth tips would not de­ 
velop into flowers if the plants were 
potted and taken inside. 
Green Until Freezing 
I have, however, potted a small 
plant of Petunia parviflora to see 
w hat happens. This peculiar species 
grows 
Uke 
a 
creeping 
phlox, 
spreading out onto the path aud 
rem aining green until severe freez­ 
ing. The flowers are so m inute and 
dull 
colored, 
few 
would 
notice 
them, but seeds are dropped freeh­ 
and each year a new crop appears. 
If it could be crossed with a larger 
flow-ered type and still retain its 
creeping habit, it would be splendid 
as an edging or as a rock plant.

P ractical F a rts About DDT 
U nfortunately for American farm ­ 
ers, fruit 
growers 
and 
vegetable 
gardeners, DDT. the new insecticide 
has received too much publicity. Or 
tierhape it would be better to say it 
has received too m uch ill-advised 
publicity. This does not imply th a t 
DDT Is not an excellent insecticide 
and a welcome addition to the weap­ 
ons growers need to meet the in ­ 
creasing menace of destructie pests, 
but it does ccek to inject a note of 
w arning 
against 
over-enthusiasm , 
against the prevalent idea th a t this 
is at once the wonder chem ical of 
the age, 
A sounder view during the recent 
wave of excitem ent over DDT is the 
opinion of a prom inent chem ical 
m anufacturer who offers the advice 
that DDT is a fine insecticide but 
pf ill if Is merely another insecticide 
and that within two or three years 
it will probably be surpassed by a n ­ 
other and more effective chemical. 
Such has been the progressing his­ 
tory of the insecticidal industry. 
Now, in the light of the** som e­ 
what somber statem ents, w hat are 
the insecticidal possibilities of DDT? 
In what roles Is it most effective? 
Are there any unusual dangers a t­ 
tached to its free use against plant 
and house Insect pests? Here are a 
few pertinent facts to answer these 
and related questions: 
The designating letters DDT are 
derived from the full nam e of the 
chemical, dlchloro - diphenyl - trich- 
loroethane. It is a colorless, crystal- 
lne m aterial not unlike in appear-

DDT is a powerful means to con- 
i trol bedbugs. For this role a IO per 
\ cent powder or five per cent solu­ 
tion should be used, applied directly 
to m attresses, springs and beds. It is 
not necessary to treat walls, base­ 
boards and other parts of the room, 
as bedbugs will sooner or later be 
killed when they visit the treated 
parts of the bed. 
A IO per cent powder Is recom­ 
mended for com batting roaches and 
fleas A five per cent sprav Is neces- j 
sarv to kill houseflies W eaker solu­ 
tions are lethal to flies when the in* j 
^ects are coated with the spray while 
a IO |x>r cent solution causes their 
death when they later travel over | 
sprayed surfaces. 
Considerable further experiinenta- I 
tion is- needed to determ ine the full 
role 
DDT offers in the vegetable 
garden. To dntp it is by no means a I 
cure-all. as m any persons have been ; 
led to believe. For example, it not 
effective against the Mexican bean 
beetle and probably Is not satisfac­ 
tory for controlling the striped cu­ 
cumber beetle or the Colorado po­ 
tato beetle. Tile editor has no prov­ 
ed data on its use against the last 
1 t wo pests. 
There are no great dangers from 
using DDT in the home Of course, I 
a mask should be worn to prevent 
breathing the fumes while applying 
sprays or dusts and goldfish and ca-; 
naries should be removed from the 
rooms during the applications. 
If woolen fabrics and furs are 
dusted with a five per cent DDT 
powder, clothes m oths are killed al- 
i mast instantly, although the appli­ 
cation does not destroy mot ii eggs. 
However, the larvae are killed as 
«oon as they hatch out or visit 
treated fabrics. 
Like most other insecticides, DDT 
leaves a poisonous residue on plants. ; 
Therefore, it should be applied with
